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Approximately |,390 students, teachers and volunteers 
from across the province participated in the 2010-I1 SATL 
year. Classes from Wetaskiwin, Smoky Lake, Riviere Qui 
Barre, Clyde, Boyle, Fawcett, Mundare, La Créte, Hays, 
Jasper and Edmonton came to experience a real-world 
view of the institution of parliament and the people behind 
today’s headlines. 


The Legislature community welcomed these classes with 
dynamic sessions providing students an opportunity 

to experience government, the legislative process and 
citizenship first-hand. Students, teachers and volunteers 
became active observers and participants while the 
Legislature community enjoyed the connection. 


The success of the School at the Legislature program 
could not have been accomplished without the support 
of community partners CKUA Radio Network, Priority 
Printing Limited, CTV and the Rotary Club of Edmonton. 
These partners provided a wide spectrum of sponsorship, 
which included print and promotional material and 
television and radio advertisements, as well as funds to 
help an out-of-town class attend SATL. With this support 
we were able to provide a unique learning experience for 
Alberta students. 


2010 marked SATL’s 10th anniversary. To celebrate this 
milestone, teachers and students who attended SATL in 
the year 2000, along with sponsors and the Legislature 
community, were invited to a celebratory luncheon. The 
Clerk of the Legislative Assembly welcomed and thanked 
all guests. Remarks on the impact SATL had on their lives 
were provided by a former teacher and a former student 
from SATL year 2000. 
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Using the Legislature Building site as a catalyst, students sail 
through the building on a journey of discovery that docks 

at the Legislature Chamber, the office of the Lieutenant 
Governor, the underground tunnels, the magic spot and 
beyond. Along the way they participate in parliamentary 
debates, sketch the Legislature’s grand rotunda, analyze form 
in nature and create newspaper collages. During the week-long 
program students also meet MLAs and Legislative Assembly 
staff to learn about the roles and responsibilities of people 
who constitute the Legislature community, allowing them to 
become familiar with the names and faces they read about ona 
political level. Connecting with these people is a special part of 
the SATL experience.
